It seems to me the City Highway Depart-
ment is rushing the ssphalt pavement too
profusely. The only one in this city that
hes shown a dollar of wear for s dollar of
expenditore is the Forbes street tar, which
has lasted well these 18 years. The aspbalt
that has been putdown latterly is a poor pave-
ment; 50 suys the expert Father Time, who
has bad a year or two to demonstrate, I
understand from experts that there is re-
quired as considerable skill to properly mix
ssphalt pavement material so to make
crucible steel; that it must be applied just
hot enough or the poultice will be too soft
in warm weather or too brittle when frost
touchss it. A pavement that would be
O. K. for the moist and comparatively
equable elimate of England wouvld not
suffice in the climute Pittsburg, The
fact is that the asphalt pow being applied
in an experiment. Are not property holders
paying too dearly for this, and will not the
city at large be taxed conmstantly in the
futare to maintain such pavements in re
pair? My preference at preseat would be
for evenly vitrified fire brick, with tar
joints, and I bope ere anotber paving
sesson on that Booth & Flinn will
have arranged to nccord it to those who
desire that description of rondway. .
